ROYAL SOCIETY OF CANADA: 
FELLOWS NAMED 


A former University of Alberta student and 
two professors have been inducted into the 
Royal Society of Canada. 

The Right Honorable Roland Michener was 
elected an Honorary Fellow of the Society for 
his “great contribution to the encouragement of 
learning and Canadian life.” Mr. Michener, 
Governor General of Canada from 1967 to 
1974, holds a BA and an Honorary LLD from 
this University. It was in his honor that 
Michener Park, the housing complex for 
married students, was named in 1967. 

Satoru Masamune, Professor of Chemistry, 
and Norbert R. Morgenstern, Professor of 
Civil Engineering, were elected Fellows of the 
Society. 

Dr. Masamune’s election was based on his

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contributions to methods of synthesis. He is 
directly involved with the Hydrocarbon 
Research Centre which conducts both basic 
and applied research in reserve exploration, 
processing and upgrading of Canada’s 
hydrocarbon resources. 

Dr. Morgenstern was elected to the Society 
for excellence in the field of earth science. He 
has conducted research on landslides and slope 
stability and has worked on the prediction of 
foundation stability and on the sampling and 
testing of permafrost. 

The Royal Society of Canada is a national 
academy which endeavors to recognize 
distinction and to stimulate achievement in 
science, the humanities, and the social sciences 
by the election of Fellows and the awarding of 
medals, prizes and scholarships. At present the 
Society has 827 members.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION COMPLEX 
HOURS EXTENDED 


In approving an increase in the 1975-76 
operating budget for the Faculty of Physical 
Education the Board of Governors has made it 
possible for the extension of hours of 
recreational use of the facilities. The new hours 
of operation represent a considerable increase 
over those existing, to a maximum of 11 
additional hours on Sundays and holidays and 
9 additional hours on Saturdays. Under this 
arrangement the hours of operation would be 
from 7 a.m. to 11 p.m. on all of these days. 
The total cost of extending the services will 
be $53,000 required primarily for staffing 
purposes. This being an experiment, the 
extension of hours will be subject to review by 
the Finance Committee of the Board of 
Governors in April 1976 at the end of the trial 
period which commences this September.

HOT CAF, MOVE OVER 


For five years now the cafeteria staff in the 
Central Academic Building have made 
available, at exactly 9 o’clock every morning, a 
tray of plump, sweet cinnamon buns named 
after CAB’s predecessor, Hot Caf. Those buns 
are a legend, and deservedly so; anyone who 
has tried to buy one as late as 9:45 a.m. knows 
just how popular they are. 

The recipe for the buns was published in 
Folio more than four years ago; we’re still 
receiving requests for copies of that issue but 
we’ve long since run out. 

This year, as a tribute not to a building but to 
the green spaces and meticulously-tended 
gardens on campus, Folio offers readers a 
recipe that is seasonal in nature and appropriate 
to this time of year. It was brought to our 
attention by Helge Welling, Greenhouse 
Supervisor in Plant Science, and is taken from 
Gourmet, the magazine of good living. Those 
fortunate enough not to have the main 
ingredient in great abundance in their own

gardens could ask the University grounds- 
keepers to give them what they collect. 


Weed Soup 


Gather about 2 quarts of tender young pigweed 
greens. Wash them twice in cold water, picking 
over them each time for odd bits of grass and 
stray leaves that may have become mixed in, 
and drain them in a colander. 

Stir the weeds into a large kettle containing 
about 5 quarts of boiling water; bring the water 
to a second boil and cook the weeds, uncovered, 
for 2 or 3 minutes. Drain the weeds in a 
colander, let them cool rapidly in a pan of ice 
cold water, and drain them again. Chop the 
weeds coarsely and set them aside. 

In a soup kettle cook one scant cup of salt 
pork, cut into matchstick strips, over low heat 
until it is nearly crisp. Stir in 4 or 5 tablespoons 
of minced onion and cook it until it is 
translucent. Add 5 cups of water and bring it 
to a boil. Add a generous cup of potatoes cut in 
half-inch cubes and 1% cups of the chopped 
pigweed. Cook the mixture gently until the 
potatoes are almost tender. Bring the mixture 
to a rapid boil; gradually stir in 34 cup of 
quick-cooking oatmeal and reduce the heat. 
Simmer the mixture for 3 to 5 minutes, add 
salt and pepper to taste, and serve the soup very 
hot. The yield is a scant 2 quarts of very thick 
soup.

The following letter from H.E. Gunning, 
President, has been addressed to all members of 
the academic staff. 

Among the many obligations of a University 
such as ours is a commitment to the 
international community. 

This affects The University of Alberta 
through the foreign students who study with 
us, and through the direct involvement of 
faculty on leave of absence and through the 
research of colleagues related to matters of 
international development. 

At the present time we have no procedure to 
bring together the many facets of this 
international concern. This creates difficulties 
in dealing with funding and scholarship 
agencies, and with our responsiveness as a 
University to external requests. 

I have therefore appointed a President’s 
Committee to advise me on such matters and 
to act on my behalf on issues relevant to the 
concerns described above.

(Chairman); M. Horowitz, Dean of Education; 
F. MacHardy, Dean of Agriculture and 
Forestry; E. Chambers, Dean of Business 
Administration and Commerce; C.F. Bentley, 
Professor of Soil Science; W. Gainer, Professor 
of Economics; F. Enns, Associate Dean of 
Education; J.J. Richter, Professor of 
Agricultural Economics and Rural Sociology;
